LONDON SHOP | 


London, Nov. 24. 

One of the strangest plots in the 
history of Communist and anti-Communist 
intrigue has been uncovered in the Czech 
Embassy in London. 

According to top-level 
London this is what happened: 

The Czech Ambassador, Georg Hajek, 
discovered one day a few weeks ago that 
someone had planted microphones in his 
room. 

He immediately reported the find to 


his government in Prague. 

His government asked for help from ‘the 
British Ambassador in Prague who passed on the 
request to the British Foreign Office. 

The Foreign Office instigated a formal 
vestigation. 

The microphones were traced to a shop in 
London's Brompton Road—a slightly seedy spot 
on the edge of Chelsea. 


The implication was that a 
forelxner who appeared tu be of 
Czech nauonality had bought 
them thers seme onside: ole! 
time before. 

Some sources say he was: 
actually an employee of the 
Embassy. In any case he eppar- 
ently had ready access to the 
Embassy. Sources who say he 
was an employee bclieve he may 
have smuggled in the micro- 
nes while the Embassy was

The United States Agriculture Department 
teday forecast 1955 world peanut production. at 
12,132,500 tons,°an increase of five per cent from 
the revised estimates for 1954 of 11,517,500 short 
tons and 1953 of 11,584,500 short tons. 


"The most significant increase from 1954 
occurred in the United States, where production 
is estimated to be up 70 per cent,” the Department 
said in its weekly publication, Foreign Crops and 
Markets. 


“Harvest In Africa,  particu- 
larly French West and = British 
West Africa, also are expected 
to. be considerably larger than 
last your. Production in India 
may be down slightly and 
Argentina's crop (harvested In 
the spring of 1955) was 16 per

Stricken 


Ship Sinks | 


South Of 
Hongkong 


The Hongkong - bound 
freighter, the Pakistani 
steamer Fakira, which sent 
out distress signals on 
Wednesday night because 
she was taking in water in 
a hold, sank tn the 
South China Sea at about 
midnight last night, it was 
learned this morning. 

A TTT message (an urgent 
navigational warning to all 
shipa) from the master of the 
Dutch tug Oost Zee was inter- 
cepted here at midnight stating 
the Fokira had sunk at the posi- 
tlon of 13.27 degrees north end 
113.54 dogrees cast. 

The crew members of tne 
Fukirn abandoned the ship at 
® pm, yesterday, Forty-five 
were taken on board the 
Liberian steamer Symphony and 
the captain of the il-fat ship 
and six others were taken on 
bourd the Oost Zee. 

The Symphony was the first 
ship lo arrive in the vicinity of 
the Fokiru after her SOS had 
been dispatched. The tug Oost 
Zee, which was on her way to 
Bangkok from Hongkong after 
towing in here last week a 
dredger and o pontoon for the 
alrport extention scheme, also 
rushed to the Fakira_ to give 
assistance. Both the Symphony 
and the tug stood by until 9 p.m. 
when the former left the scene 
with 46 crew members of the 
Fakira. The tug remalned there 
and {ts master, Captain M. A. 
Engels, sent oul the message 


when the Fakira finally sank.

An appeal by_way of a case stated against the 
decision of a Marine Magistrate who acquitted nine
